ON CUBAN TREATY. 


• WASHINGTON, 
November 
IS,—The 


House Committee on Ways and Means 
today authorized a favorable report on 
the bill making effective the Cuban reci- 
procity treaty, by a vote of 14 to 2. Mr. 
Metcalf (Republican) of California was 
present, but did not vote, and Messrs. 
Robertson (Democrat) of Louisiana, and 
Cooper 
tDemocrat) 
of 
Texas 
voted 


against the bill. 
. Two amendments were offered In com- 
mittee, but both were rejected bytho Re- 
publican vote. 
One extended tho pro- 


visions of the treaty to all other coun- 
tries. 
The other abolished the differen- 


tial duty on refined supar. 
The report 


says: 
"The enactment of the bill into law Is 


necessary to give effect to the conven- 
tion providing for reciprocal trade be- 
tween this country and Cuba. This re- 
sults not merely because the -convention 
itself provides' that it shall not take 
effect until the same shall have been ap- 
proved by the Congress, but because the 
constitution gives no power to the Presi- 
dent and the S'enate to make a conven- 
tion or treaty changing the 
rates of 


revenue. 
That power now is expressly 


lodged in the Congress. It is not Intended 
here to cite authorities or advance rea- 
sons on this proposition.

TIMBER LAND SPOILATION. 


Contemporaneous with the convic- 


tion of four reputable men in San 
Francisco for subornation of perjury 
tn connection with taking up claims 
under the timber land act, Senator 
Hansbrough -introduced a bill to re- 
peal the law which made such frauds 
possible. While the men convicted in 
San Francisco are undoubtedly guilty 
of violating the law, they are entitled 
to a measure of sympathy because they 
have only done what others have been 
lolng in this and adjoining States with 
impunity for the last forty years. Tim- 
ber land grabbing by means of dummy 
claimants, and perjured affidavits has 
been a recognized business for many1 


years. 
It was carried on so openly 


that only the merest formalities were 
observed in the matter of complying 
with the law. In many cases there was 
hardly a pretense of concealment. Men 
High In the business world have grown 
rich out of timber land frauds. 


Therefore, the four culprits convicted 


the other day appear to be. In a sense 
vicarious sufferers for the sins of 
others. 
True they 
are 
guilty, but 


others much more guilty have escaped 
scot free. Besides, timber land grab- 
bing has gone on so long without ser- 
ious Interference thit the law seemed 
;o have fallen Into inocuous desuetude. 
The convicted men almply followed an 
ixample that finally became an estab- 
lished custom. 


the history of timber land entries 


in the lumbering regions Is one long 
;;tory of fraud and perjury. 
It is a 


record that proves how futile 
the 


Tlrriber Land Act has been, an act 
that has defeated its own object and 
has caused the desolation of Immense 
areas of the public domain. Repeal of 
the act can not remedy the harm that 
has been done, but it will save some 
remnants of mountain forests from 
spoliation. That at least Is something 
10 be desired, for anything that arrests 
•.he rapid deforestation of the country 
Is a public gain.

problem that confronts them to-day, a 
problem which involves the prosperity 
if the fruit-growing Industry.

In a matter which concerns 


them so vitally and so specifically they 
manifest no apparent Interest, but al- 
low 
the 
public-spirited 
gentlemen 


composing the State Board of Trade 
to conduct this Investigation gratu- 
itously and unaided. 
They appear 


more concerned 
about birds eating 


their fruit than they do about middle- 
men devouring the profits of the fruit 
business.

Collateral to the Board of Trade's 


Investigation Is an effort on the part 
of the State Board of Harbor Com- 
missioners to break up a ring of com- 
mission men, who stand between the 
growers and the retailers of San Fran- 
cisco and refuse to allow fruit and 
garden produce to reach the consumers 
unless they get the lion's share of the 
profits. 
The operations of this band 


of commission men constitute a spe- 
cies of commercial brigandage. 
Not 


content with taking toll 
off all the 


fruit and produce that comes from the 
country to the city, they make false 
returns and collect dishonest profit*. 
They are not content with their legiti- 
mate commissions, but defraud their 
patrons by a system of averages In 
making up selling returns cunningly 
devised to conceal the facts. Of course 
all the returns are not crooked, but 
the fruit and produce commission as 
a whole is conducted on I dishonest 
basis. The producers do not. get true 
returns, and are juggled out of much 
of the prices their produce brings. 


If the State Board of Trade will per- 


severe till H finds out who gets the 
difference between what~the consumer 
pays and 
the producer receives, it 


will find the bulk of it in the pockets 
of the middlemen—filched away from 
Us lawful and rightful owners by a 
hocus-pocus of lying, business chicane 
and downright fraud.
